P. Gordon 
press for the red ink. Type, border, ornaments, and the sec- 
tional calendar sets are all A. T. F. products. The deckle edge 
was produced by halving 6x18-inch strips with a Chandler 10- 
inch trimmer, or photographer’s deckler. Tearing along the 
edge of a saw gives a similar result.
